Depending on the specific type of applicator, it may be necessary to predrill holes prior to insertion of the applicator tip into the
tree. Drill holes deep enough to allow the tree’s vascular system to transport DINOCIDE HP throughout the tree. Make
injection holes at least ¥ to % inch into healthy xylem (white wood) with actual depth up to 2 inches or more from the outer
trunk surface depending upon the tree species and outer bark thickness.
